If the allegations against Shih Hsiao-pao and her children 
turn out to be true，that they were the ringleaders in the 
trafficking and indenturing of large numbers of young women 
from Taiwan to the US for the sole Purpose of prostitution， 
then，as a _ community，we have reasons to be _ alarmed by .this 
rcpugnant abuse 0f women and to demand full investigationm 
leading to the dismantling of the Structure that condone or 
promote Such practice. 

Historically it took about half a_ century and. the SF earth- 
quake to finally put an end to the organized prostitution that 
infested Chinatown Since the 1850s. Reinforced by grecd， 
poverty，institutional racism and corrupt immigration and 
police officials，youn8g Chinese women were sold as slaves in 
China and illegally brought into the US to work as prostitutes 
in Chinatown by criminal elements in the 19th century. 

In recent years，we have witncssecd a_ rising frequcncy in the 
arrests 0f Chinese prostitutes from Taiwan in major citics in 
the US and a proliferation of "massSage. parlors" catering to 
Chinese clientele， It is a phenomenon most conducive to 
organizcd criminal activities and eventually，to_ the exploita- 
tion of women across international boundaries. 

We therefore have more than just a passing interest in the 
latest arrests in the three states. We are_ concerned about the 
magnitude of the operation，the possible involvement of both 
organized criminal elements and govcrnnient officials and most 
of all，the women who may be victimized ,by insidious and 
Unscrupulous operators.

The Changing Face of MIT- Part 2: 
Making Up for Past Discrimination 


QUOTAS 


The 1964 Civil Rights Act 
prohibits discrimination by 
race in education. It directs 
institutions to actively 
promote，recruit，and provide 
Special Support for "undermi- 
noritieSs." However， the 
Bakke case of the 19705s 
barred fixed quotas. Ihough 
benign in nature，preferences 
based upon race may still be 
a_ form of discrimination in 
the eyes of the 1aw. 

Colleges have used quotas 
to control "overminoritizS” in 
tbepastalncithescacys pa 
of the century，celling quotas 
were often enacted against 
Jewish Students. In the past 
few years，there has been 
question as to whether ASsian 
Americans are now facing 
similar discriminatory -mea- 
SUTeS. 


The official MIT stand- 
point on affirmative action is 
that the Institute makes 
Special efforts to recrult and 
support minorities. While the 
Admissions Office makes 
"allowances”or Shows "special 
sensSitivity”for minorities and 
women，it claims not to give 
Sweepling handicap points to 
minority students.， I was told 
that for minorities，MIT aims 
for a diverse population and 
places emphasis not So much 


On niglntecstRESCOECSTOE RS 
whether the candidate 1s 
adequately motivated and 


prepared to make the best of 
MIT. 

By analyzing admissions 
and SAT test data provided 
by MIT and national data 
from the College Board，I 
was _ able to determine what 
this means in terms Of aca- 
demic Standards and admis- 
Sions preferences. 


SAT SCORES 
MIT is a School with 
extraordinarily high Stan- 


dards. Among white males at 
MIT，the median SAT Scores 
on the_ mathematics and ver- 
bal sections are approxlimately 
750 and 6$0，respectively，

Students who scored 75$0 or

While the total 
range of minority Scores fell 
well within range of that of 
majority students，the median 


was 100 points below the 
majority in both tests. 
Women Scored the Same ver- 
bal median as men，-but 
trailed by 5$0 points in 
mathematics. 


While MIT has not lowered 
minimum standards for these 
groups，there 1Ss a consider- 
able difference In the 
medians，much more than can 
be accounted for by just 
”Sensitivity.” It appears that 
if some have gotten -the 
impresSsion that minorities are 
weaker than average at MIT， 
it may be because that is the 
way MIT chose to admit 
them，not out of any innate 
inequlty. 


ADMISSION RATES 


Admission rates are also 
telling. In an applicant pool， 
cachapDircantVoteS 人 OZ 
Doraoherseltenandusstne 
resulting mix 1S a-Sort of 
appiticant DolOPwhata 
"falir” population mix Should 
be -at MIT， Before 1978;

above that of males， with 
Hispanics following in 1980. 
Since then，admission rates 
have remained high for these 
groups with  a Single excep- 
tion. InaoEli985Srzates 有 OF 
Blacks were only average， 
and MIT saw aa dramatic 
decline in the number of 
Black freshmen， 

Even Asian Americans 
gained 10-30 percent as 3 
group. This increase was 
largely due to Asian Ameri- 
can women，who benefitted 
from the overall increased 
admission rate for all women. 
In this later period， one 


- Sould say that MIT became 


much more optimistic about 
the qualifications of minori- 
ties and women than the 
applicants themselves， 

And what of national pro- 
portions? Let's compare MIT 
students with two such popu- 
lations - first with all Stu- 
dents，and then with all 
Students who scored over 750 
on the SAT mathematics Sec- 
tion. (人 (See graphic.) 

While many believe that 
the ability to Succeed in 
college is equally distributed 
among all groups，the ability 
to Score 750s is not. Minorl- 
ties and women are Overre- 
presented compared to the 
SAT sample of people who 


scored above 730. But MIT 
looks at things other than 
SAT Scores， as the wide 


range Of interests and activi- 
ties at MIT shows. 


ASians are heavily repre- 


sented， mostly due to a 
Strong _ cultural bias which 
favors engineering. Though 


Asian Americans only make 
Up four percent of Students 
nationally，they make up 20 


percent OF more at many 
engineering departments 
nationwWide. 


SUSPICIOUS TREND 


MIT has no fixed quotas 
that I_ could find， A particu- 
larly Suspicious trend was 
that .total minority enroll- 
ments stood at a constant 28 
percent between 1983 and 
1983$.， But this did not apply 
to the actual :admissions 
group， where any quota 
would have to start，AsSsistant 
Director of Admissions Mari- 
lee Jones Said that，unlike 
other Schools She has seen， 
MIT is proud of its diversity 
and does not believe that any 
group is unfairly overrepre- 
Sented here. 

Harvard is another story. 
A 1983 study by Asian Amer- 
ican Students Showed that 
ASsian admittance rates were 
lower than average，and fal- 
ling. Enrollment data at 
Harvard indicated that the 
combined share of the two 
fastest growing groups，AsSian 
Americans and Hispanics，was 
limited to 15 percent， 
whereas the  _ share had 
doubled in the previous five 
yearS. 

It is one thing to 1imit 
enrollment of Asians，but it 
is quite another Story to 1limit 
Hispanics. Harvard denied 
any quotas，but some weeks 
after I had pointed out these 
trends to them，the 15 per- 
cent "1imit" vanished without 


“explanation in the 1986 early 


admittance figures. 


MIT showed some interest- 
ing _ population trends， While 
Whites and Blacks followed 
population trends closely， 
Asians and Hispanics grew

Hispanics grew by 1.3 and 2.

could be accounted for by

increased admission Tates. 


FALLING BLACKS 


A decreasing college 38e 
population is causing much 
alarm about falling enroll- 
ments， Black enginecering 
enrollment peaked in 1981. 
But so did the population of 
Black 18 year olds. Enroll- 
ment of women in en8gineer- 
ing peaked at the same time 
as the total college age 
population in 1983，and the 
same year when total interest 
in engineering peakcd. 

Similar alarm is raised 
about falling Black SATI 
registrations， Ifound that 
they have actually kept pace 
with a decreasing population， 
indicating that the Black 
middle and Upper classes 
have held their own. Drops 
in black enrollments are 
caused by the 5$0 percent of 
Black college students at 
lower levels who do not take 
the SATS. 


Here， we are probably 
Seeing the effects of the 
disintegration of the finan- 
cially disadvantaged class of 
Blacks. Despite _ massive 
social programs， the Black 
underclass has become even 
larger and more dependent. 
Over half of Black children 
are now born into poverty- 
Stricken， fatherless house- 
holds， If MIT has too few 
Blacks，it is not because it is 
not admitting enough of 
them. The problem lies in 
more fundamental social 
problems that deny blacks 
equal educational opprotunity 
at 3a basic level. 


PREFERENCE 


MIT really believes that 让 
does not use racial Or gender 
preferences in admissions，But 
the _ evidence presented here 
Strongly Suggests that muckh 
of what MIT calls "Sensiti- 
vity” may really amount to 
preference. The original 
intent of affirmative action 
was to eliminate preferences， 
not Sanction 
discrimination. While 
rcasons Icemain for retaining 


preferences at some level it 


is _ clear that MIT should not 
blindly set 8goals based on 
national racial proportions. 
MIT should concentrate 0n 
the merits and potential of 
individuals， in 
proportions they may be.

SAN FRANCISCO - Two of 


China's most celebrated poets，| 


Zhang Min of Beljing and Shu 
Ting of the Fujlian Province，Vis- 


ited SF April 9 as part of a tonur | 


that will include Minnesota and 
New York. 

Zhangand Shu read thelir poems 
in Mandarin，with colleagues Pro- 
Viding English translations，to a 
packed University Club atSF State 
Universlty.、 The program also in- 
cluded readings by fve Chinese 
American writers. 

Frances Phillips of State's Po- 
etry Center organlzed the event 
and read English translations of 
Shu Ting's work. 

She sald lt 1Ss Important for 


-Americans to _ become aware of 


modern Chinese writers，which 
they get little opportunlty to do. 

“Usually,， in school, if you read 
any Chinese writers, lts LI Po， 
who has been dead for 1000years， 
She salid.“I also think it's exciting 
that these writers are women 

OUT OF FAVOR 

According to Zhang's blographl- 
cal introduction,， she did not write 
during the fifties，Ssixties Or seven- 
ties“due to family commilitments:” 
But Heidi Carver Collier Program 
assistant for the Chinese Poets” 
Tour said thatit is herunderstand- 
ing that Zhang fell out of favor 
with the government 、and only 
granted permission to begin wri- 
ting again after theCaualtural Re- 
volution. 

Zhang spent the years frorn 1948 
to 195$ in the US. She earned a 
masters degree in English from 
Brown Universlty in 19352. 

“IT was very curious”she sald of 
the China she would return to in 
1955$5.“I was disgusted with the 
old China anyway. It was time to 
try Something new.” 

Zhang explained to the crowd 
of more than 100 people that she 
WwWriote one piece after her son fin- 
ished high school:“You didn't 
know whether your son might be 
Sent away to the countryslide, to do 
some WOrK,，oOr to have the oppor- 
tunity for an education 

He studies engineering at Indi- 
ana's Notre Dame Unliversilty. 

Zhang showed a“western infu- 
ence”in her work. One poem is 
called “Renoir's “Portralt of a 
Girl2”Another is“I had in mind 
a Work by Michelangelo… 

Zhang teaches American and 
English literature at Beljing Nor- 
mal University. 


METAPHORS 
The subject matter 1Ss personal， 
with metaphors of nature Used 
to weave continuous analogles 
throughout each plece : 
“Though the north wind ls going 
to howl like wolves 
And white snow ls golng to cover 
the warm brown earth 
Still I plant the rose branch into 
the ground 
Knowing the severe winter will 
challenge its rootSs:” 
_IZhang's work is genteel, Shu's 
WwWork，while more Urgenti Inay 
Seem bewilderingly benign，con- 
sidering she was an Underground 
poet in China at the beginning of 
her career. In fact, she was the first

oftheunderground poets to recelve 
national recognition and acclalm . 
Consider the following Passage 
from her poem“The Singling 
Flower”:

See 
A_ thousand waves of pas- 
Slon 
Drown you a thousand 
times.” 


Shu says that she had to quit 
school at the age of 14，when the 
Cultural Revolution began, and go 
to the countryslide to live as a peas- 
ant. JIn 1978，she began writing 
Poetry. She was 19. 

She is now 32，and the most 
celebrated poet of her generation. 
She has received numerous national 
awards，and is a member of the 
Fujian Provincial Artists and Writ- 
ers Association. She recelves a goOV- 
ernment Stipend . 


PERSONAL 

When asked 1f she were told 
what to write about as a condition 
of the stipend, she answered, “IfI 
couldn?t write for myself, I couldn't 
WIIite2” 

American-born writer Genny 
Lim，who particlpated in the pro- 
gram，said she was not SUrprlsed 
by the Personal nature of the 
Poetry. 

“They represent a whole class 
of writers that were OpPressed dur- 
ing the Cultural Revolution， she 
said.“Its a reversal of our ldea of 
“underground” writing，wWhat we 
might conslder in thlis country to 
be bourgeols writing.” 

The Chinese American Writers， 
She salid, express“an angerm a feel- 
ing of allijenation.” 

“It stems from being an ethnilc 
mlinority in a domlinant whbite cul- 
ture;”she sald. “For them，the 
issue is class struggle, whereas for 
Us lt's class and race” The writers 
enjoyed the differences, she sald. 

As Lim read at a machine-gun 
pace her “People's Prayer”whbich 
intersperse lines from the Lord's 
Prayer with names of pollutants 
and various agents of destruction， 


the graclious Zhang grinned widely， 
head cocked to one slde. 
LIKE SINGING 

“It really impressed me;” she 
salid.“It was So musical, So much 
like Singlng 

“ITI enjoy the mixture of culture 
and language”she added. 

Other differences abounded . 
Zhang，in gray suit and hlgh- 
necked ' lacy collar，and Shu，in 
dark brown dress，both In horn- 
rimmed glasses，provlded a con- 
trast to the eclectic Americans : 
Carolyn Lao, in black silk kimono 
and hair in an enormous chignon 
ringed with spring Howers, Lim in 
a black and white sult and hair cut 


atafashionable angle, and Fae Ng 
(whose story,“The First Dead 
Man，appeared recently in the SE 


Sunday Cjromzatcle) In numerous 
layers and colors. 

Yet，while the Chinese women 
cut a sedate fgure, they read their 
Work expresslvely， urgently. 

The Americans assume 3a neu- 
tral demeanor when reading their 
WOFK，a“let the work speak for 
itself” sort of tone. 

Also particlpating in the event 
were SE writers Ruthanne Lum 
McCunn and Laurence Yep， 

The tour was organlzed by Alan 
Soldofsky of the San Jose Poetry 
Center through the Scholarship 
Committee of the People's Repub- 
hHc of China. 

After returning form NewYork， 
the two women will take Part in 
the UCLA Sino-American WriterS” 
conference. They will return to 
China in mld-May. 

Despite thelr extenslve travels， 
Zhang said she could not make 
generalizations about Americans. 

“I am greatly pleased by the 
interest shown2”she said. “How 
can One ask for anything more?”
